Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
4/28/2008 has been entered. 

2. The amendment filed 4/28/2008 is acknowledged and entered into the record. 
Accordingly, claims 1-15,17-21,23-30, 34-41, and 43 are canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

3. Claims 16,22,31-33,42, and 44-47 are pending and examined on the merits.

4. The Information Disclosure Statement filed on 4/28/2008 is acknowledged and 
considered.

Claim Rejections Maintained - 35 USC § 103 

5. The rejection of claims 1 6,22,33,41 , and 47 under 35 USC § 1 03(a) as being 
obvious over Silvestris et al or Bukowski et al in view of JP 02 096535 (Chugai Pharm 
Co. LTD) is maintained for the reasons of record. Applicant's arguments have been 
previously considered and rebutted. Applciant has not provided any additional 
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arguments which are supported by objective evidence. Applicant's arguments have 
been carefully considered but are not deemed persuasive to overcome the rejection of 
record. 

Claim Rejections l\/laintained - 35 USC § 102 

6. The rejection of claims 1 6 and 33 under 35 USC § 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Silvestris efa/(Ann. Hematol 1995; 70(6):313-318) is maintained for the reasons of 
record. Applicants have not provided any additional arguments which have not been 
previously addressed. All arguments submitted have been rebutted and applicant has 
not priviuded any new or additional arguments to overcome the rejection of record. 
Applicant's arguments have been carefully considered but are not deemed persuasive 
to overcome the rejection of record. 

All other rejections are withdrawn in view of the applicant's amendments and 
arguments thereto as set forth in a paper filed 4/28/2008.
